Suffrage is Doomed to 


Defeat in Pennsylvania

President of the Pennsylvania Anti-Suffrage Association. 
Pennsylvania will overwhelmingly defeat woman suffrage in No- 


vember. This is admitted even by many suffragists. 
An editor of an 


up-State paper in favor of woman suffrage said recently to one of our 
members: 
"Woman suffrage has not the ghost of a show in Penn- 


sylvania. It will be overwhelmingly defeated." 


Woman suffrage has been defeated at the polls nine times since 


1912. 
Twice by Ohio and twice by Michigan. The majority against 


woman suffrage in Ohio in 1912 was over 87,000. 
In 1914 very 


nearly 183,000. 
Pennsylvania will do better than that. 


This opinion is based on reports received from our workers in 


every county of the State; also upon the fact that the men of Penn- 
sylvania know that very few women of the State want to vote, and 
lealize better than the women do what loss of liberty and power 
women would sulfer in obtaining the franchise. 


Under the laws of Pennsylvania if women obtained the ballot 


they would be liable to jury duty, and men do not want to see their 
women on juries: they know too much about it. 
Neither do they 


want them deprived of the rights and privileges which they now en- 


, joy under the laws of the State. 
To please a few women they are 


not willing to bring about this state of affairs, with increased taxa- 
tion, a double electorate and no compensating! gain. 


Our Declaration of Independence says just government rests up- 


on the consent of the governed, and Thomas Jefferson denned the 
"consent of the governed" as majority rule. 
He~said: 
"The first 


principle of democracy is the law of majority rule." The majority of 
women are opposed to women suffrage, and men know it and will de- 
feat it at the polls. 


The issue" must be defeated so overwhelmingly that no doubt will 


remain as to the will of the people, so that, therefore, our women 
will be free from this troublesome question, free from politics, par- 
tisanship and jury duty, and will be able to take up their womanly 
work in peace.
